W isc o n s in PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 
The Wisconsin Journal of E location lur 
May, contains an editorial from the pen of 
State Superintendent Whitford regarding 
the comparison of the educational statis­ 
tics of Wisconsin with those ot Massa­ 
chusetts for 1879, in which can be found 
some interesting tacts and wise suggestions. 
There is not very much difference between 
the population of the two States. Massa­ 
chusetts having 1.631912 In 1873, and 
Wisconsin 1,236,729 in the same year. The 
school system in Wisconsin has been et* 
tabiished 
forty-three 
years, aud 
in 
Massachusetts 
it 
has 
been 
test­ 
ed for two hundred and 
thirty-seven 
years, and therefore it will be no wonder, 
if the Bay Blate, from its long experience, 
has a wiser system than W isconsin. 
The 
public school system in Massachusetts is 
considered the highest model in the coun­ 
try, and in some respects it probably is, 
h u la comparison with Wisconsin will 
show that this State has made wonderful 
advancement in its educational system dur­ 
ing the past few years. 
In 
1879, 
Massachusetts 
had 
3,35s 
school houses, and Wisconsin 5,735. In 
one particular, Massachusets, is ahead of 
Wisconsin, and that is in the attendance 
upon public schools of children between 
the ages of 5 and 13 years 
In the farmer 
Sta'e the number reached 303 000, while 
la ours it was but 201,000, a difference of 
more than 100,000 in favor of Massachu­ 
setts. The school population is about the 
same, and these facts show that in Massa­ 
chusetts mach more care Is taken In send­ 
ing children to school than in Wisconsin* 
But in the attendance of pupils between 
the ages of 15 and 21, Wisconsin is tar 
ahead of Massachnetts, the number in this 
State beiog 95,957, aud in Massachusetts 
only 27,404 
The wages paid to male teachers in Mas­ 
sachusetts average $67.44 per month, while 
in this Slate it is $51.89 , and the wages to 
females $28.42 in Wisconsin, and $33 50 in 
the former State. The school fund in 
Wisconsin amounts to $2,207,000, and in 
Massachusetts, $2,075,000. The cost per 
pupil of attending school in Wisconsin is 
$7 44 and in Massachusetts $13 OO 
From the comparisons made between 
these two States *hose educational sys­ 
tems are a credit to eich, Mr. Whitford 
concludes that 
Wisconsin 
has nude 
the 
greatest 
advancement 
in 
the 
following points: (I) The organization 
of a sufficient number of elementary pub­ 
lic schools in proportion to the number cf 
inhabitants; (2) The attention given to 
providing careful and com peted instruc­ 
tion in the common branches in these 
schools; (3) Securing the attendance of 
youth over fifteen years of age upon the 
public schools ; (4) The excellent facilities 
for the instruction of the unfortunate and 
the incorrigible children lo the chantable 
and reformatory schools; (5) The profes­ 
sional training of teachers in the normal 
schools and the institutes; (6 The number 
of persons attracted to the work of teach­ 
ing ; (7) The amount of taxes on the ag­ 
gregate valuation of property for the sup­ 
port of the public schools ; (Q) The com ­ 
pletion of our school system by adding it 
to the State University.

About nooa to­ 
day while a twenty-quart torpedo was bo 
log lowered rn Bradley’s No. 6. on the 
Taylor farm, the well mado .a sudden Ho n 
causing .an explosion, demolishing the 
derrick and setting the rig on fire.

over the ridge to Hew City, burning about 
160 wells lo us fiery course. Hew City, 
town of perhaps 
500 inhabitants, was 
swept from the lace of oildom. Toe town 
Was well built up with 
rode wooden 
structures. There were two main streets. 
The fire B urled in the west end of the 
place, sweeping everything before It. The 
inhabitants had no time to save 
any­ 
thing, and in most instances lost their all. 
It did not take long to burn the fated tow n. 
This afternoon the street* were still smok­ 
ing hot with the heat. Not a vestige ut 
the place remained. 
Men, women, and 
children were {.huddled in groups in the 
woods, their complexions stained black by 
the dense sulphurous smoke which over­ 
hung hill aud valley, reminding one of the 
Day of Judgment. Ii was reported that 
two 
women and five 
children were 
burned to death. 
Latest reports confirm 
the rumors. 
Names cannot be ascer­ 
tained.
